Fatal Collision In 
Bracken County 

Kentucky State Police 
are investigating a fatal colli¬ 
sion between a van and a pas¬ 
senger car near the intersec¬ 
tion of Eden Ridge Road and

After checking on our local crop, David Appelman, CEA for Agriculture and Natural 
Resources, says, “the weather has been good for the early harvest with cooler and dryer 
conditions. Tobacco that was damaged from heavy rains a month ago is showing losses 
due to leaves falling off when it is cut. There is concern that the crop will be lighter due to 
higher rainfall over the summer. Late crops still need to spray fungicides to control leaf 
diseases.” He advises local farmers to “be sure and manage barn ventilation depending on 
the weather conditions.”

ANCIENT BOUNDARY STONES 

There is a prohibition in the Book of Proverbs which 
tells us “Do not move an ancient boundary stone set up by 
your ancestors.” (Proverbs 22:28 NIV) This may sound 
curious to modem ears, but it is just a straightforward 
warning against theft or encroachment on someone else’s 
land. A few verses later the warning is repeated, with a 
bit more specificity: “Do not move an ancient boundary 
stone or encroach on the fields of the fatherless, for their 
Defender is strong; he will take up their case against you.” 
(Proverbs 23:10-11 NIV) The ancient Israelites believed 
that the land belonged to God and was in a sense loaned 
to God’s people for their use. Thus, they allowed the poor 
and sojourners to glean the fields (cf. Leviticus 19:9-10), 
and the original distribution of the land for each tribe and 
family was expected to be honored (cf. Leviticus 25). 
These mles and maxims are, in effect, a codification of 
God’s justice and fairness. The “ancient boundary stone” 
can also be taken metaphorically to apply to the ancient 
wisdom of the Bible. We do well to keep these ancient 
stones in place. Rules that have worked well for thousands 
of years should not be overturned lightly. - Christopher 
Simon

Metal and appliances can be 
left during the operational 
hours of the County 
Maintenance Barn of 7:00 
AM until 3:30 PM Monday 
through Friday. Local scrap 
metal recyclers check this 
area often to pick up any 
metal material thus ensuring 
that the material does not take 
up precious landfill space!

Limiting weaning 
stress for beef cattle

Weaning is usually a 
stressful time of year for 
ealves. Limiting weaning 
stress in beef calves can in¬ 
crease their daily gain. Calves 
often experience four types of 
stress: physical, environmen¬ 
tal, nutritional and social. You 
can help them avoid or mini¬ 
mize these with proper man¬ 
agement. 

Physical stress usually 
happens during long periods 
of standing in working fa¬ 
cilities, mishandling in the 
working chute and hauling to 
a weaning facility. Castration 
and dehorning during wean¬ 
ing can significantly increase 
stress, so castrating at birth 
and vaccinating before wean¬ 
ing will help decrease this 
type of stress. 

Environmental stress can 
be man-made or a product of 
the climate. The weaning pen 
is the main human-induced 
factor in this type of stress. 
When you transfer calves 
from a clean pasture to a dry 
lot, it can add stress as they 
are not familiar with the new 
surroundings. Plus, moving 
calves to dusty dry lot, where 
they walk around in a con¬ 
fined space turning up dust, 
can cause respiratory prob¬ 
lems and decreased weight 
gain. Climate issues such as 
rain, ice, snow and wind are 
out of your control, but you 
can try to plan weaning time 
to avoid those conditions. 

Social stress is usually 
caused by removing the calf 
from its mother. While this is 
an inevitable part of weaning, 
you can decrease the stress by 
using a cross-fence method. 
The cross-fence method is 
where you separate the calves 
from the mothers with a good 
fence that will keep them 
apart, but allow them to be 
nose-to-nose. This will keep 
the calves calmer and separa¬ 


tion won’t be such a large is¬ 
sue. Even with more distance, 
as long as the calves can see 
the cows, it will reduce stress 
levels. 

Nutritional stress happens 
when calves are transitioned 
from a milk and pasture diet 
to a stored forage and grain 
diet. You should have high- 
quality pasture available to 
calves during weaning time 
in the spring and the fall. 
For fall weaning, calves can 
graze fields cut for hay that 
are beginning to regrow or 
stockpiled fescue fields. Fall 
weaning pastures should be 
grazed or clipped between 
mid-August to mid-Septem¬ 
ber to allow enough time for 
regrowth. We recommend 
turning calves into the pas¬ 
ture when grasses are 8 to 12 
inches tall and letting them 
graze until grasses are 3 to 4 
inches tall. 

Pasture weaning really 
does offer a lower stress al¬ 
ternative to the conventional 
dry lot weaning programs. It 
reduces the environmental 
and nutritional stress simul¬ 
taneously because calves are 
already used to pasture and 
their diet doesn’t drastically 
change. To have success with 
this method, it will take plan¬ 
ning on your part regarding 
high-quality, available pas¬ 
tures.

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Migratory Bird Hunters 
Reminded to Complete 
the Harvest Information 
Program (HIP) Survey 

Takes less than 5 minutes to 
complete; provides 
important data for biologists 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources reminds dove, 
waterfowl and other migra¬ 
tory birds hunters to com¬ 
plete their Harvest Informa¬ 
tion Program survey before 
hunting this fall. 

“The information gath¬ 
ered by the Harvest Informa¬ 
tion Program (HIP) allows 
us to determine how many 
birds hunters took; then we 
can determine the harvest,” 
said John Brunjes, migratory 
bird program coordinator for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“This information helps to 
set our migratory bird regu¬ 
lations.” 

The process takes less 
than 5 minutes. To begin, 
visit the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife website at www. 
fw.ky.gov and click on the 
“My Profile” tab on the top 


left corner of the page. 

You then answer a few 
questions about your migra¬ 
tory bird harvest last year. 
Once finished, you are as¬ 
signed a confirmation num¬ 
ber. 

“Even if you didn’t hunt 
migratory birds such as doves 
or waterfowl last year, you 
still need to fill out the ques¬ 
tions on the survey,” Brunjes 
said. “It gives us data on the 
number of migratory bird 
hunters.” 

The implementation of 
the HIP survey in Kentucky 
improved the veracity of the 
data that biologists use. “We 
changed systems,” Brunjes 
said. “We went from com¬ 


pletely unreliable data to 
extremely accurate data. In 
the absence of good data, we 
have to be more conservative 
in our migratory bird regula¬ 
tions, which means less op¬ 
portunity for hunters.” 

Brunjes said Kentucky’s 
HIP system is under consid¬ 
eration for implementation 
on a national scale. “They 
are considering it because of 
the improvement in our har¬ 
vest data,” he said. 

In addition to a HIP con¬ 
firmation number, migra¬ 
tory bird hunters need a valid 
Kentucky hunting license 
and a Kentucky Migratory 
Game Bird-Waterfowl Per¬ 
mit to be legal hunters.
